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REMARKS 

I. Restriction/Election 

Without acquiescing to the propriety of the Restriction Requirement set forth in the 
Office Action, dated June 22, 2007, Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, the invention of 
Group I claims 1-8 and 38, drawn to a method of treating a host infected with RS V comprising 
administering a compound of Formula I. 

In accordance with the request for a species election, Applicants elect the compound of 
Fotl&ula I, wherein 

Ri is -NHC(0)Y, where Y is alkvl ; 

R 2 is -OX, where X is Cr> alkvl ; and 

R3 is phosphocholine. 

The species read on claims 1-8 and 38. 

Applicants respectfully submit that upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be 
entitled to consideration of claims to additional species, which depend from or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowable generic claims as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141.
